sity a Veritable Air Plant; 


The front wall of the First Untversallst 


church in Utica, N, Y., te oonstracted of 
sandstone and Trenton limestone, and was 
built about forty years ago. At the two 
angles of the facade there are two Norman 
turrets forty-flve feet high, surmounted 
with the usual notched battlements, Just 
below these are plain, flat cornices project- 
ing from the main walls about twenty 
inches and not over eighteen inches in 
thickness.
